Ar- 
rivals at Basel say there are very few 
Americans rematning in Germany ex- 
cepting those of — descent and 
who are pronounce anglophobes. 
The fugitives agree that the rman 
public expects war with the United 
States, if not mow, as soon as Ger- 
manv's hands are free. 

American fugitives are also coming 
across the Italian border, many of 
them having traveled through Aus- 
tria. They say it is impossible for 
an American to remain amywhere in 
Germany. If such a person could 
endure the vile taunts, insults and 
even bodily violence, it would be im- 
possible to obtaim food or refuge of 
any sort. There is one exception and 
that is a hotel in Berlin in which 
newspaper correspondents have head- 
quarters. 

CORRESPONDENTS FRIENDLY. 

These correspondents are very 
friendly to the German cause in all 
the matter they send out or at least 
they make no attempt to send out 
anything that would be offensive and 
the German Foreign Office has given 
instructions that they shall be treated 
courteously. Several Americans have 
ma to secure lodgings in this 
hotel, but they must be vouched for 
by the correspondents and they do 
not venture upen the streets. It is 
intimated that after the war, if there 
remain any American survivors in 
Germany, there will be gruesome sto- 
ries to tell of the treatment of Amer- 
icans suspected of being spies early 


in the conflict and still later on, for no 
other reason than that they were 
Americans.

In addition to this the pocket veto 
fell heavily on all the bills which 
bore, the name of Southern California

in the Assembly and Senate. 

There were two marked surprises. 
The Strowbridge bills providing for 
vocational training und the Neylan 
bill devitalizinge civil service failed to 
receive executive approval. The fail- 
ure of the Governor to sign the jitney 
bus bills was presaged when he se- 
eured an opinion last week to the et- 
fect that there was a possibility, not 
a probability, but just a possibility, 
that they might be declared tnconsti- 
tutional by the Supreme Court. 

A flood control district to be known 
as Los Angeles county flood control 
district is now assured. is was 
one of the last bills signed. 
vides for the storage and control of 
storm water and the conservation for 
useful purposes. It ig placed under 
the control of the Board of Super- 
Visors of Los Angeles county. 

There is a wide demarcation be- 
tween the sheep and the goats ob- 
servable in the list of bills that failed 
to secure executive approval. 

MARKET FOR SLAUGHTER. .« 

Three members of the opposition ip 
the Assembly were especially marked 
for slaughter; these were Bartlett of 
Los Angeles, Hawson of Fresno, and 
Prown of San Mateo. Among the 
Missing are seven bills by Brown and 
five each by Bartlett and Hawson.

Lostutter’s bill purchasing the Po- 
mona armory failed to pass. This 
carried au appropriation of $25,000. 

Both the Willis and the Avey bills 
for State highway construction were 
pocketed. Each of these carried an 
appropriation of $100,000. In place 
of signing these bills a tentative prom- 
ise has been made that the work con- 
templated will be performed this win- 
ter on the Imperial county highways 
by convict labor, and that the money 
will come from the motor vehicle tax, 
half of which is supposed to be ex- 
pended on State highways. 

Two commissions are clipped from 
the number created by the Legisla- 
ture. The Governor declined to stand 
for the Mosquito Commission and the 
Chicken Commission. But the Dead 
Fish Commission and the Vegetable 
Commission and the Mortuary Com- 
mission have been duly created. 

At 9 o’click 811 bills, amendments 
and resolutions had been signed, while 
244 were still missing. The most im- 
portant signed tonight was the bill 
calling a special election in October. 
This makes the election mandatory, 
even though there could be no ref- 
erendum on the nonpartisan law. The 
cost of the election will be about 
$500,000, but the administration is not 
worried about that, as more than 
$400,009 of that expense must be 
borne by the cities and counties.

The claim is made that when Villa 
first assumed civil authority in the 
north he authorized the return to his 
territory of all Mexicans, “excepting 
alone the authors of the revolts of 
Felix Diaz and of the crimes in Feb. 
ruary, 1913.“ and that President Wil- 
son was not the first to suggest the 
desirability of unifying Mexican fac- 
tional differences.“ The opinion is ex- 
pressed that Mexican unity will not 
be strengthened by yielding to for- 
eign influence.” 

The Conventionalists, says the note, 
seek to obtain civil reforms, includ- 
ing the agrarian problem and the 
extension of instruction among the 
poor. by the free votes of the Mexican 
people.

The Villa note charges that “false 
ideas, for mercenary purposes, dif- 
fused by those who sought to retain 
power indefinitely without laws, re- 
duced us to the most outrageous 
anarchy in the capital:“ that it was 
“the lack of a sense of responsibility 
by Senor Carranza that brought us 
to strained relations with countries 
friendly to us.” 

The note reviews the request of the 
chiefs of the Division of the North 
and different army corps, backed by 
a great portion of the civil popula-

-|stitutionalists act as President ad in- 


terim, open courts and call a general 
election to organize a constitutional 
civil government. It declares that in- 
stead a military convention was con- 
voked and reviews the Aguascali- 
entes convention and subsequent 
events. 

“We believed this system of gov- 
ernment would ruin our country,” 
Says the note, and insisted that. any 
important reforms should be made by 
a congress elected by the people. 

Villa declares he denied the author- 
ity of Carranza because that chief 
prevented the fulfillment of the revo- 
lutionary programme, the restoration 
of our supreme law.“ He admits 
there is no authority recognized in 
every part of Mexico but attributes 
that fact to “the result of civil war 
such as might occur in any nation.” 


FOREIGNERS PROTECTED. 


Villa asserts that foreigners are 
protected in territory under his con- 
trol, quoting from e report of Du- 
val West to attest this fact. 

Villa maintains that in the midst 
of an active military campaign his 
civil government has developed in- 
struction of the poor, reorganized 
courts of justice, reformed mining 
laws, enacted laws for the minting of 
money, drafted a measure 
agrarian laws and laws for the ex- 
Ploitation of natural resources and 
restored railroad service. While war 
has brought suffering to the people, 
Villa declares that conditions in his 


nies that famine confronts the na- 
tion, or that outside ald is necessary 
to prevent starvation. 

The note further points out that 
Villa, when he assumed civil author- 
ity in the north, proposed to receive 
in a brotherly manner all who had 
gone astray by error, and later au- 
thorize the return to his territory of 
all Mexicans “excepting alone the au- 
thors of the revolts of Felix Diaz and 
of the crimes of February, 1913.” 


AS TO WILSON POLICY. 


It adds: “Tt is not the commend- 
able policy of President Wilson that 
suggests to us for the first time the 
desirability of ‘unifying ourselves. 
Neither is it our belief that our wil- 
lingness to be id ourselves to foreign 
influence would lend strength to our 
cause by gaining the sympathy of a 
more powerful nation. The Conven- 
tionalists have made no fight to fur- 
ther their own ambitions or power, 
neither do we desire to obtain it by 
any means save by the free votes of 
the Mexican people. “Sut as the Car- 
ranza faction, prior to the suggestion 
by a foreign power, had indicated a 
desire to appeal to the electorate of 
the country for a restoration of the 
legal regime of our Constitution. we 
are disposed to invite a new union of 
all Mexicans and as thus united to 
work together to insure the triumph 
of revolutionary principles, especially 
the agrarian problem and the exten- 
sion of instruction among the poor- 
er classes.” 

The note is signed by Francisco 
Villa and attésted by Miguel Diaz 
1 Minister of Foreign At- 
airs. 


GEN. GONZALES

PROCLAMATION IS ISSUED BY 


CARRANZA COMMANDER TO 
REASSURE PEOPLE.

This course is set forth as follows: 

“First, the Constitutionalist gov- 
ernment will grant the foreigners 
resident in Mexico the guarantees to 
which they are entitled according to 
our laws and will amply prot their 
lives and guarantee their 1 75 and 
the enjoyment of their legal property 
rights, granting them indemnity for 
damages which the revolution may 
have caused them in so far as such 
indemnities may be just. These will 
be liquidated bf a procedure which 
will be instituted in due time. 


“The government will likewise as- 
sume the responsibility of such finan- 
cial obligations as may be consid- 
ered legitimate. 

“Second—tThe first care of the Con- 
stitutionalist government will be to 
re-establish peace under a regime of 
aw and order so that all inhabitants 
of Mexico, nationals as well as for- 
eigners, may equally enjoy the bene- 
fits of real justice and may take an 
interest in co-operating towards the 
support of a government which 
springs from the revolution. The 
commission of crime will not go un- 
punished. In due time a law of am- 
nesty will be issued which will re- 
spond to the needs of the country and 
the necessities of the situation and 
which will in no sense exempt those 
granted amnesty from the civil re- 
sponsibility which they may have in- 
curred. 

“Third—The constitutional laws of 
Mexico, called the reform laws, estab- 
lishing the separation of church and 
state. which guarantees to the indi- 
vidual right of worship according te 
the dictates of his own cotiscience 
without disturbing public order, will 
be strictly observed. Consequently, 
no one will suffer in his person, lib- 
erty or property on account of his 
religious beliefs. The church build- 
ings will continue to be the property 
of the nation. according: to existing 
laws, and the Constitutionalist gov- 
ernment will grant anew for worship 
these structures that may be needed. 

Fourth—In the settlement of the 
agrarian problem there will be no 
confiscation. This problem will be 
resolved by the equitable distribution 


tracts of which communities of indi- 
viduals have been illegally * 
sessed, by the purchase and expro- 
Priation of large tracts whenever 
necessary and by other means of ac- 
quisition authorized by the laws of 
the country. The Constitution of 
Mexico prohibits special privileges, 
therefore, all kinds of property, who- 
ever may be the owner and whether 
in actual use or not, will in the fu- 
ture be subject to a proportionate 
Payment of taxes according to a just 
revaluation. 

“Fifth—All roperty which 
have been 1 tely acquired —— 
individuals and from legal govern- 
ment and which does not constitute 
a special privilege or monopoly will 
be respected. 

“Sixth—The peace and security of a 
nation depends upon the intelligence 
Therefore the govern- 
public tion, extending 
parts of the country, and wifl utilize 
for this purpose all co-operation 
eonducted in good faith, permitting 
the establishment of private schools 
in conformity with our laws.” 

The declaration further asserts that 
the proposed government would carry 
out provisions of the decree of De-

AGED PASTOR TSOW’'S STURDY 
BRAVERY RECALLED. .- 


— 


Mission Worker Tells of Recent 
Meeting with His Former Pupil, 
Noted Christian Convert, and of 
How Truth-telling Saved a City 
from Destruction, 


One of the most interesting experi- 
ences of Rev. L. A. Gould, former 
chairman of the Missionary Commit- 
tee and missionary superintendent of 
the Sunday-scheol of Temple Baptist 
Church, during his recent.trip argund 
the world, was his meeting with his 
former pupil, the aged and — 
Pastor Tsow of Hanyang. China.“ 

After a separation of a quarter of 
a century the noted native Chinese 
Christian recognized his former in- 
structor at &n unexpected meeting 
and at once became a gracious host. 
Pastor Tow, who is 70 years old, is 
known to thousands of missionary 
leaders and other church members 
in America. 

“Pastor Tsow’s first act of bravery 
was his decision in middle life to 
abandon Confucianism and or 
Christianity,” Rev. Mr. Gould d 
yesterday. “That made trouble in 
the family. He developed into a 
preacher and was one of my pupils 
twenty-five vears ago in the East 
China Baptist Theological School. 

“Tt was a distinct pleasure to meet 
him on my recent visit to Central 
China and have him recognize me, 
despite his age and failing eyesight. 

“Pastor Tsow showed bravery 
when he agreed to serve as a Chinese 
preacher in opening up a new Bap- 
tist mission in Central China. He was 
chosen to accompany Rev. J. . 
Adams and Mrs. Adams, the rs, 
who founded the work. The little 
band was not welcome at that time. 
A place for preaching was hard to 
find and property had to be bought 
an inch at a time. But a foothold was 


to a membership of 600. 

“Pastor Tsow was a hero when he 
assisted the native workers in We- 
fending the mission property at the 
time of the Chinese revolution. Han- 
yang was frequently battle-swept. 
The missionary residences and the 
church were in the line of fire. Pas- 
tor Tsow’'s influence was so great that 
when he sent word to Gen. Ld that 
stray shells from his battery were 


falli on the mission property, the 
posi of the batteries was changed. 
Gen. LI, now Vice-President of the 


republic, has since been a friend of 
the mission’ and on the death of Rev. 
Mr. Adams, the founder, sent & 
wreath to be placed on the grave. 
“But Pastor Tsow’s difficulties were 
not ended with the shifting of the 
batteries, and one day when shells 
were becoming uncomfortably nu- 
merous, he was obliged to crawl 
through a hole in the cover of a large 
stone baptistery at the back of the 
church. One of my Episcopal friends 
remarked, ‘If this was not salvation 
by baptism, it was salvation by bap- 


“Pastor Tsow'’s bravest act was 
saving the city of Hanyang — Boor 
ing burned. The subordinate general 
and his assistants were bay at the 
landi by a delegation o e gentry 
of a’ én. dressed in their best silk 
robes. They said, Tou must not burn 
this city. We are all members of the 
Baptist Church, and you will offend 
the great Foreign Missionary Society 
and the’ President of the great Ameri- 
can republic.’ 

“The general replied, Tou are a 
pack of liars. I do not believe what 
you say. I will go and ask the native 
pastor.’ So he went to the entrance 
of the mission, for Pastor Tsow 
and asked him if all these people and 
their friends were members of the 
Baptist Church. He replied, ‘They 
are not. They are not telling you the 
truth. Nevertheless, we have 300 
members scattered in homes through- 
out the city, and it is undoubtedly 
true that you will do a great wrong 
if you destroy their houses, the mis- 
sion property and the city.” 

“The offifficer said, ‘I believe your 
words. I will so geport te my supe- 
rior officer.

that Prince of Peace”—who put up a fairly

“Think not that I am come to send peace on 
earth; I come not to send peace, but a 
sword,” is the originating genius of a peace 
compact between nations. 

The project for a perpetual peace pact be- 
tween nations and to reduce the law of na- 
tions to a written code was advanced by 
Immanuel Kant and Jeremy Bentham near 
the close of the eighteenth century Ben- 
tham’s plan was a congress of deputies, two 
from each nation, which should determine 
international disputes, and the decrees of 
which should be enforced against any state 
that might resist them by te combined 
power of the rest. As a preliminary condl- 
tion he required the reduction of military 
establishments and the abandonment by 
European nations of their colonies. 

Kant proposed a confederation of nations, 
all under a republican constitution, and act- 
ing in international affairs through con- 
gresses to be held from time to time. 


Codification of the law of nations has 
been in part accomplished by the St. Peters- 
burg and Geneva and Hague conventions, 
and the treaties of Paris, of Washington and 
of Berlin. All nations are interested in 
ascertaining with precision the rules to 
which they have assented in general terms. 
A treaty may be broken at the will of either 
of the parties to it, and international law 
as at present constituted may be repudiated 
by any nation which chooses not to be 
bound by it, but a code adopted by a con- 
gress of nations, interpreted by a court of 
nations and enforced by an executive power 
of nations backed by an armed force of na- 
tions would be able to establish and pre- 
serve that universal peace which is not 
otherwise attainable. 

The project of universal peace is a com- 
mendable one, and some of the plans for 
perfecting the project are fensible. But 
Mr. Bryan is not the originator of such a 
project, nor the framer of any of the nu- 
merous plans for bringing it about. 

It may be as well.to mention in this con- 
nection that Mr. Bryan is not the author of 
the Psalms of David, the Constitution of 
the United States, or the novel, “Great Ex- 
pectations.”

Ot the warring nations of Europe, 
Austria and Germany are not repre- 
sented by the government, but in- 
viduals have organized a participa- 
tion and the Jason brought forty-four 
cases of paintings and exhibits from 
these countries, which were loaded 
on the collier at Genoa. 

Although England has mo pavilion 
at the exposition, the Jason brought 
404 cases from that country, repre- 
senting the participation by individu- 
als and firms, ninety-three of these 
cases contaiming displays from Eng- 
land's possessions in India. Eng- 
land’s exhibits include machinery, 
liquors, earthenware, models of trans- 
Atlantic limers, china, laces, wooden- 
ware, pictures, furniture, sculptures, 
etc. 
A great display of exquisite crock- 
ery and Spanish mosaic work is found 
among the 150 mammoth packages 
which make up the Spanish ship- 
ment. In the Palace of Varied In- 
dustries will also be found samples 
of wonderful Spanish woolens, silks 
and cottons, musical instruments, gor- 
geous embroidery and toys. The Pal- 
ace of Food Products shows an ex- 
tensive display of wines, peppers and 
honey. 

A NOTABLE PAINTING. 


Perhaps the most remarkable sin- 
le exhibit in the Spanish collection 
is a beautiful painting valued at 
$300,000. This great work of art is 
the property of an old Madrid col- 
lector and is on a canvas 40x30 feet in 
size. It is a painting of the perspective 
of the in or of the church at San Lo- 
remzo, and has never before been 
exhibited at either an exposition or 
in art galleries. The officials of the 
great Centennial Exposition at Phila- 
deiphia offered its owner a bonus of 
$60,000 if he would exhibit this treas- 
ure at the exposition, which he re- 
fused to do. He has, however, vol- 
untarily sent it to the Panama-Pa- 
cific Exposition with but one stipula- 
tion—that it have a special exhibit 
building by itself in order that its 
great and beautiful features may be 
given an adequate setting. 

Among the other shipments on the 
Jason were 101 monster of 
Greek statuary, 

ITALY’s dir.“ 

The Italian exhibition is by far the 
most representative and artistic 
Italy has ever made in this country 
and it gives a great insight into the 
developmest of Italian art in the 
present day. She has sent to the ex- 
position only such articles and prod- 
ucts as are peculiar to her, and in 
which she can advantageously com- 
pete with other countries. While 
Italian industries are in a very prom- 
ising condition the lack of coal and 
fron has made it impossible for Italy 
to attain in many branches the de- 
velopment reached by America and 
Germamy. For this reason it would 
be out of place for Italy to send to 
America articles which America pro- 
duces quite as well and at much 
cheaper prices. So Italy has sent 
chiefly bronzes, reproduc- 
tions from the antique, carved fur- 
niture, vases, painted velvets, laces, 
silks, majolicas, musica) instruments, 
motor cars, special wines and food 
products. Besides all this Italy has 
sent original works of art by moted 
sculptors and painters. 

The exhibition of art will prove in- 
valuable to students of art because 
it shows the representative tenden- 
cles of the modern school of Italian 
painting, and reveals the progress 
made by the “Divisionists” and Im- 
pressionists” in their efforts to ob- 
tain new effects in light and atmos- 
phere. The subject ts secomdary con- 
sideration, the chief idea being to 
obtain new points of view and techni- 


cal forces. 
A GREAT HIT. 


One of the great successes of the 
exposition is the Italian pavilion. In 
planning the pavilion the architect, 
Marcello Piacentini, wished not to re- 
produce one particular building, as 
such a building could not give a com- 
prehensive idea of Italian architec- 
ture of the best period. As all those 
who have visited Italy know, almost 
every Italian town had a different 
architecture of its own, which as 
architecture always does, reflects the 
history of the town and the influ- 
ences which were borne upon it by 
its coming in contact with other peo- 
ple. This explains why the architec- 


ture of Venice, which had much trade 
with the Orient, is of an oriental 
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1 why the architecture of 
Milan, which dealt with the northern 
People of Europe, is chiefly Gothic; 
why e architecture of Florence, 
which in the fourteenth century was 
a democratic republic, is so simple 
and austere. 0 

To give a correct and comprehen- 
sive idea of Italian architecture of the 
best period, Piacentini composed: an 
architectural work which represents 
varied types, but is brought together 
so harmoniously: as to create some- 
thing that is organic. He has pro- 
duced the true atmosphere of Italy. 

One of the striking features of the 
pavilion is the decoration of the in- 
teriors. In the main structure where 
are given the official receptions, a 
good mural oll painting by Bianco, is 
hanging: another of the handsome in 
teriors is the sacristy which is an ex- 
act reproduttion in every detail of 
the church of Saint Maria della 
Grazio in Milan. Any one who en- 
ters it feels the Italian atmosphere, as 
if he were walking in a Miving 
Photograph. This sacristy is, no doubt, 
one of the finest examples of the 
fifteenth century interiors. Another 
room contains a fine collection of 
bronzes and marbles reproduced from 
Pompeian subjects. firms 
Italy have contributed carved wooden 
furniture, majolica plates, marble 
benches and alabaster lamps, which 
have been very tastefully arranged in 
all these rooms by Mr. Frillio. 

This is the main building. In an- 
other building is contained the 
Genoese exhibit. A remarkable col- 
lection of really ancient stuffs, and 
interesting old paintings, statuary, etc. 
These are not reproductions. Among 
the paintings is a truly wonderful 
St.. Rocco, by Francia. 

A word may be said of the small 
building which contains two very good 
life-sized pictures of the King and 
Queen of Italy. There are some patrio- 
tic relies of the war of independence 
of Italy, among which some manu- 
scripts of Mazzini and Garibaldi are 
shown. Italy has still other displays 
in the Palace of Transportation, Food 
Products and Liberal Arts. In the 
Palace of Transportation there are ex- 
hibited motor cars from the firms of 
Italy. The Italian motor cars are well 
known all over the world. and are 
particularly noted for their solid struc- 
ture and for the excellency of their 
tractive power and hill climbing. In 
the Liberal Arts Palace Italy has a 
large display of musical instruments 
and a very good exhibit of photo- 
graphs of old Italian paintings: in the 
Food Products Palace Italy has quite 
a number of firms represented, es- 
pecially for wines, Chianti, Marsala

RELIGIOUS CEREMONY ON 
GLACIER PARK DAY.

Next Tuesday has been set aside by 
the Panama-Pacific International Ex- 
Position’ as Glacier National Park 


Day. On this day the Blackfeet In- 
dians of Glacier National Park, a 
large delegation of whom are coming 
here especially for that occasion, will 
hold their great annual religious cere- 
mony, the erection of the medicine 
lodge, which is their greatest event 
of the year. 

The Indians will camp in their tee- 
pees on the Marina in front of the 
Great Northern Bullding and their 
ceremonies consist, in addition to the 
erection of the medicine lodge, of 
pow-wows, dances, games and races. 

Many of the Indians have had a 
very prominent part in the making of 
history in the Northwest. 
them are Chief Two Guns White Calf, 
whose father signed the treaty with 
the United States on behalf of the 
tribe, ceding Glacier National Park to 
the government and establishing the 
status of the Indians on the reserva- 
tion which adjoins it; Chief Three 
Bears, 105 years of age, and Chief 
Many Tail Feathers, 92 years old, both 
of whom were famous warriors and 
took part in many of the battles of 
their tribe; Chief Big Spring, said to 
be the richest Indian in the United 
i; States; Chief Medicine Owl, a famous 
medicine man; Chief Lazy Boy, who 
takes a very prominent part in all of 
the council of the tribe, and many 
of the younger men who are expert 
Indian dancers.

Motorists and others interested in 
the highways of Orange county are 
delighted with the progress being 
made in the construction of a new 
8 road from East Chapman along 
he foothills to Olive. The road is 
to be five miles long and eighteen 
feet wide, and will provide one of 
the most scenic routes in Southern 
California. The highway from Orange 
to Los Angeles is also paved, being 
most attractive to the tourist and 
the owners of automobiles. 

During the t year there has 
been considerable activity among 
business men toward working out a 
plan for the utilization of orange culls. 
At present the fruit is cast into the 
river bed but chemists have found 
that it can be used to advantage in 
the production of several valuable ma- 
terials and when this is accomplished 
the county will add another industry 
to its credit. 

While it would seem that Orange 
county is well supplied with packing- 
houses, some of the leading business 
men are strongly in favor of erecting 
several more, and this is one of the 
possibilities of the coming year. 
Orange county takes the lead. in the 
roduction of fruits and foodstuffs and 
t is believed that a large amount of 
money can be realized if additional 
packing-houses enter the field. 

The irrigation problem has long 
been solved in Orange county. For 
years the ranchers have had all the 
water they needed and with the most 
up-to-date irrigation systems keep 
their fields aglow with verdure. Judge 
Armour is one of the irrigation ex- 
Perts of the county and he has done 
much towerd the wonder- 
ful syster. 

The city of Orange is very proud of 
its schools and school buildings. The 
High School occupies a site of five 
acres and is one of the ornate struc- 
tures of the Southland. The build- 
ing and site cost $94,000. Plans have 
n made to extend the metal work 
of the. manual arts department by 
adding ‘a machine shop to the forge 
equipment installed this year. It is 
Planned also to make the work in 
science function more closely with the 
life of the Orange community by in- 
troducing agricultural work. The com- 
mercial work is being modified to 
meet the needs of the students. Ath- 
letics include basketball, baseball 
track and tennis. This year there 
are 297 students in the High School, 
there being fifteen teachers and a 
principal.

$5000. There are 166 voting mem- 
bers and 750 communicants.

BISBEE (Ariz.) June 11.—The 
annual report of Phelps, Dodge & 
Co. is an interesting document, giv- 
ing authentic information covering 
the operations of one of the largest 
mining corporations in the world. It 
is capitalized at $50,000,000 and has 
the subsidiary and contributing 
branches of the Copper Queen, De- 
troit, Moctezuma and Burro Moun- 
tain copper mining companies; the 
Stag Canyon Fuel Company at Daw- 
son, N. M.; the Phelps-Dodge Mer- 
cantile Company and the Douglas 
smelter, as well as the new Bunker 
Hill Company of Tombstone. 

The total ore extraction of the year 
from the company's mines was 
4,770,243 tons. The company’s fur- 
naces at the same time made 140, 


231.384 pounds of copper, of which 
8,569,060 pounds came from Miami 
concentrates. The company = sold, 
however, 188,687,378 pounds, at un 
average price in New York of 13.57 
cents. 

During the latter half of the year 
the outputs of the Douglas and De- 
troit smelters shrank over 50 per 
cent. Development work was kept 
up vigorously, however, and the ore 
reserves in all the mines are larger 
than ever before, while the slack 
period has been utilized at Douglas 
in 123 facilities for better 
handling of a higher percentage of 
sulphide in the ores latterly mined 
at Bisbee. . 

The smelter at Douglas treated 
654,669 tons of Copper Queen ore 
that averaged 6.25 per cent. copper, 
a total production of 76,842,973 
pounds of copper, 14,987 ounces of 
gold and 627.612 ounces of silver. 
In addition, from the Moctezuma 
mines, the Douglas smelter handled 
about 120.665 tons of concentrates 
and slimes, from which were pro- 
duced 32,229.211 pounds of copper, 
435,482 ounces of silver and 1006 
ounces of gold. 

The Copper Queen mines are cred- 

ited with a metal output of 86,066,-

silver and 15,769 ounces of gold, all 
from a product of 732,829 tons of 
ore, precipitate and slag. Net earn- 
ings from the Copper Queen totaled 
86.042.001. Moctezuma net earnings 
are figured at $1,189,100. 
The Detroit Company at Morenci 
9 129.530 tons ot ore, concen- 
trates, etc., with a net output of 20. 
274.367 pounds of copper, valued at 
$302,319. 

The lead-silver ore generally has 
been shipped to El Paso. It 
amounted to 23,963 tons, containing 
pounds of lead, 399,106 
ounces of silver and 1822 ounces of 
gold. Additional income was se- 
cured from the test concentrating 
mill at Bisbee, which treated 23150 
tons of ore with a resultant output 
of 130,342 pounds of copper. 


The Stag Canyon Fuel Company, 
whieh has coal mines and coke ovens 
at Won, N. M., had a coal produc- 


tion of 1,355,938 tons, besides 239,- 
966 tons of coke and showed net 
earnings of $297,785. 

The Phelps-Dodge Company main- 
tains stores at Bisbee, Douglas, Daw- 
son, e, Morenci, Nacozari and 
Pllares, with store sales of $5,920,233, 
on which a net profit is made of 8.38 
per cent. The Pheips-Dodge Com- 


pany’s total net revenues were 
$6,891,651. 
GREENE-CANANEA. 


The Greene-Cananea Copper Com- 
pany shows substantial conditions, 
despite the Mexican war and the 
temporary slump of copper, with a 


trace. surplus on hand of $4,628,363 in cash 


and liquid securities. The mines and 
reduction works were operated prac- 
tically: only about six months, during 
which time there was a production of 
21,858,920 pounds of copper, 907,311 
ounces of silver and 6066 ounces of 
gold. The copper was produced at 
a gross cost of 10.72 cents per pound. 

The net income was $638,965, 
though the dividend disbursements 
were $972,645. It has been estimated 
that the enforced idleness has cost 
the company nearly $1,500,000 in 
profits.

2 become dissatisfied with the 
of the electric light bills coming into 
his house each month, Thomas B. 
Wells of Spring Lake, N. J., has in- 
Stalled a plant in his own house 
which seems to combine the highest 
degrees of efficiency, convenience and 
economy. The current is manu- 
factured from a ten-horse-power gas 
engine. 


He has reduced the cost of lighting 
his house from 18 cents to 1 cent 
per kilowatt hour. He manufactures 
his own ice at a cost of a sixteenth 
of a cent a pound. He uses electric 
power for washing, ironing, cooking, 
heating his house, operating a 
vacuum cleaner, running a moving- 
picture machine and a phonograph 
and supplying himself with countless 
other conveniences not found in the 
average home. He has devised 
mechanisms for mixing bread, freez- 
ing ice cream, polishing silver, 
sharpening knives, chopping meats, 
slicing potatoes and even electrocut- 
ing mice. He has an apparatus for 
drying hair after a shampoo, an elec- 
tric fountain for table decoration and 
is still working on new things. 

The engine which supplies all the 
current for these o tions is of the 
four-cycle, water-cooled gasoline 
type. It is directly connected to a 
five-kilowatt generator, supplying di- 
rect current to 115 volts. While the 
saving and convenience is great, the 
initial cost of installing such a plant 
ls prohibitive for the average house- 
owner. Mr. Wells has figured out a 
block system.“ intended to cover a 
block of ten residences, by which the 
cost of electric current for all needed 
purposes can be supplied to each at 
the rate of one-tenth cent for a kilo- 
watt hour ag against the 10 cents 
charged by some municipal electric 
companies.

THE FRUNT. 


Trade in Light Products Re- 
gains Supremacy. 


Slump in Prices of the Fuel 
Grades Visible. 


Description of Situation in 
States Market. 


[SPECIAL 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 13.—The 
Standard has cut the price of fourteen 
gravity fuel ofl from 37% to 32% 
cents a barrel. Prices of all other 
grades remain the samé as before. 

The cut is in line with actual trans- 
actions, fourteen gravity oil having 
been sold in a number of cases in the 
last few months as low as 30 cents 
within public knowledge. There have 
Leen reports abroad of sales at even 


less. The Standard has been buying 
no fourteen gravity oll except on old 
contracts for a long time, but has 
kept the official quotation standing in 
the hope that the situation might im- 
prove, but the hope has proved itself 
to be vain. 

This latest price out serves to direct 
attention to three things now com- 
ing to the surface which demonstrate 
more clearly than anything else how 
rapidly the oll industry has expanded 
and how much its character has 
changed from an almost strictly crude 
fuel and road oll and asphalt business 
into a great refining and manufactar- 
ing enterprise. 3 
| The first of these things referred 
to is the demoralization of the fuel 
and asphalt market and the compara- 
tive firmnness of the refined oil 
market. Had the Associated remained 
a mere marketer of crude oil, it is 
absolutely certain that its big dividend 
of $1,200,000 would not have been 
paid as it Was in 1914, and as half of 
it has already been paid during 1915. 

Moreover, the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of California could never have 
started its dividends at the $5,000,000 
annual rate, and it may be doubted 
whether it would be paying any divi- 
\dends at all at present, were it de- 
pendent upon its fuel trade. When 
the full story of the Union's struggle 
is told, and that company again pays 
dividends, it will be found that the 
manufacturing department has been 
one of the biggest factors in this. 

The big market for fuel is with the 
great industries—rallroads, steamship 
and factories. The Southern Pacific 
and Santa Fe now produce their own 
fugi oil, and no longer afford a market 
for other producers. The railroad fuel 
market is therefore confined to the 
Salt Lake, California Northwestern, 
Western Pacific, many smal) independ- 
ent feeding lines, the electric rail- 
roads and the big railroads of the 
Northwest .running out of Seattle, 
Portland and Vancouver. 

The introduction of water . power 
for the generation of electricity all 
over California, north and south 
alike, has wiped a large market, 
actual and potential, for fuel oll. The 
increased use of natural gas, though 
gas is a product largely of the oil 
wells; also destroys a large actual and 
potential market for fuel oil. For

Anna Boberg was born in 1862 
and is the wife of Ferdinand Boberg, 
the architect and etcher.

These 
paintings were in the Hotel Rydberg 
in Stockholm, lately demolished. For 
a. numer of years she has been paint- 
ing more and more in oll colors. Her 
pictures are very much appreciated 
in Italy and Paris. She spends much 
of her time on an island off the Nor- 
wegian coast in a hut built for her 
by her husband, and dressed in gar- 
ments similar to those of a man s0 
that the natives often mistake her 
fora man. Ferdinand Boberg and his 
wife have an elegant home in Stock- 
holm where they dre a part of a 
charmed circle of artists and schol- 
ars. 


HJORTZBERG'S PICTURES. 

Olle Hiortzberg’s picture of “My 
Wife” is a mystical picture. She 
stands under a tree that is ripe with 
fruit, gazing into space, thinking of 
her husband whose face looms out of 
the background. Another is a picture 
of “An Italian” painted with strong 
strokes. Hjortzberg was born in 1872 
in Stockholm and received the royal 
medal for foreign travel and study. 
On his return from abroad he turned 
more and more to decorative art of a 
religious nature. He is considered by 
some to be pre-Raphaelite. He deco- 
rated the entire church of Saltzjoba- 
den near Stockholm, which was a gift 
of Kunt Wallenberg, who is Minister 
‘of Foreign Affairs. It is interesting to 
know in this connection that if it had 
not been for the generosity of Kunt 
Wallenberg, the Swedish art exhibit 
would not have been at the exposi- 
tion. The Swedish government had 
made an appropriation for this pur- 
pose, but when the war broke out the 
insurance and other added expenses 
were 80 great that it was wholly in- 
adequate, and Parllament would not 
consider increasing the appropriation 
in such troublous times. It was then 
that Kunt Wallenberg came to the 
rescue and donated 60,000 crowns per- 
‘sonally to the art commissioners. The 
war is also the cause of Prince Eu- 
King’s brother—not ex- 
landscapes. He is thought 
by some to be the best landscape 
painter in Sweden. Anders Zorn was 
also too timid to risk his pictures to 
the dangers of the sea. 


lund-Celsing are full of joyous life 
and action. In Tobogganing a pale

All of Hugo Cariberg’s paintings 
are done systematically, and all lov- 
ers of art appreciate them. “Spring 
Morning on the River’ shows the 
glorious refiections of the sky in the 
warm depths of the wood-encircled 
lake, and his “Springtime” reflects the 
Umpid lights of the cool waters ab- 
sorbed by mossy banks. 


SWEDISH FAIRY TALES. 


John Bauer's illustrations of Swed- 
ish fairy tales are captivating. They 
are small and one has to study them 
at close range. The children in Swe, 
den like them, and the grown people 
in America stand before them and 
ejaculate aloud with delight at the 
queer little people with their expres- 
sive eyes, and at the fairies and forest 
nymphs. The adventures of Humpe 
are thrilling. We laugh with the 
princess at the witch hewing wood, 
and rejoice at the discomfiture ot the 
goblins, and are amused at the ex- 
pression of the children when they 
first glimpse “the giant boy who slept 
fifteen years” towering above all the 
houses on the streét and almost reach- 
ing to the stars. The hands of all 
the subjects are full of expression. 
There are all kinds of hands, from 
terrible clawlhike hands of the witch 
and the feathered ones of the flipper 
woman to the dainty hands of the 
princess and Brother Martin’s hands 
raised in blessing. There is mar- 
velous imagination in these pictures 
and much expression in curve of hand 
and arm of all the subjects. 


Gotfried Kalistenius pictures, The 
Sacrificial Grave” and “Pine Trees in 
Sunlight,” are painted in dry yellows, 
a much more difficult medium than 
fresh green. They bring to our mind 
all the charm of autumn rambles. He 
is particularly fond of painting fir 
trees on the Baltic in bright sunshine.

SPIRIT OF SUNSHINE. 


The gallery devoted to Car! Lars- 
son's art is permeated with the spirit 
of sunshine. He is making himself 
famous by the beautiful studies of his 
home and the home life of Sweden. 
He has lived for the past ten years in 
Dalecarlin, where he has a fine country 
home called Sundborn, which means 
„House in the Sun.” His art preaches 
the love of home. He employs light 
colors and pure lines. 

The large oil painting at the end of 
the room entitled “Among the White 
Trunks” is a picnic scene on the first 


white birch trees down by a silver 
blue lake, on the other side of which 
are a row of carmine-colored houses.

An elderly 
woman picturesquely clad is walking 
bent over on a stick toward one of the 
red chairs near the table. In the 
foreground with her back to one of 
the birch trees stands the artist's 
daughter looking dreamily into the 
future, while near her a Laplander is 
sitting, fiddle in hand, smiling down 
on a little boy who sits with his arms 
clasped over his knees looking into 
the musician’s face in rapt attention. 
Near the musician is a little girl in 
costume playing a banjo. A fire is 
sparkling under a black kettle. This 
picture introduces one into the inti- 
mate family life of Sweden. There 
are twenty pictures on the wall show- 
ing the beautiful interior of the artist's 
home. There is “Mother Kersti” on 
her stick in a room charmingly dec- 
orated; and the “Old Room” with a 
bed made in the wall with doors 
opening out letting us peep at a little 
boy just getting up. distin- 
guished people have slept in this 
room.

The two proposed amendments 
which are to be the center of a ter- 
rie struggle in California next year 
are: 


AMENDMENT NO. 1. 


Section 1. After January 1, 1918, 
no alcoholic liquor shall be kept, 
given away or sold in any saloon, 
dramshop, room, cellar, dive, store, 
hotel, restaurant, cafe, club, danse 
hall or other place of public resort, 
except in a pharmacy or on the 
Premises where such liquors are 
manufactured. 

Section 2. After January 1, 1918, 
no person, firm, corporation or asso- 
ciation, which owns or manages any 
of the places of public resort specified 
in the previous section shall permit 
any alcoholic liquor to be consumed 
therein.

Any person, whether 
acting as agent, employee or other- 
wise, violating any provision of this 
article shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding one thousand dollars 
($1000) or by imprisonment in the 
County Jail not exceeding twelve

It is with some reluctance that I ad- 
mit that any good thing can come 
from the Princess players, even now 
that they are no more.

der.“ and of all the war plays pub- 
lished ‘or produced this one seems best 
to set forth the horrors of war. 
For a thing so fantastical its stage 
method is exceedingly good. It is 
daring in the extreme, without violat- 
ing probability. 
A young lieutenant who - goes for 
reinforcements is fatally wounded. In- 
deed, he is killed, or at least his spirit 
is temporarily dissociated from his 
body, and goes to a quiet place, where 
he meets strange gentlefolk, who 
know nothing of war, and where he 
sees the girl of his dreams. The mas- 
ter of this house takes him to the 
place of the winds, a vest frozen waste 
(as in contradistinction to a hell of 
heat) and there he learns the reality 
of war. He begs for a chance to re- 
turn to his comrades and the world 
in order to convince them of war's 
dreadful folly. He regains conscious- 
ness in a field hospital, and makes this 
effort, but those who hear him take 
his babbling for delirium, and he is 
glad to close his eyes upon the world’s 
horrors and be led back to the place 
of quiet by the gentle spirit of the 
dream girl. 


As a plot this pleasant vagary has 
no particular value, but there is great 
worth in the remarkably vivid analy- 
sis of war which thé lines contain. 
It would take columns, about three 
of them, to do this little book justice 
in his respect. The young lieutenant 
tells the master of the house that his 
country is the greatest in the world 
and the most enlightened. He says, 
“As a mark of our high civilization 
we have the biggest fleet that sails the 
seas. Our newest battleships cost 
$15,000,000 apiece.” 

The master shakes his head. ‘I 
don’t think that means much to us,” 
he says. Can't vou put it into other 
terms? Could you found a university 
with the price of a battleship? Could 
you make a desert over into tilth? 
Could you stamp out a foul disease?“ 
The lieutenant answers, “I never 
computed at war school; I learned 
only practical mathematics. The ele- 
vation of guns——" Here the master 
breaks in, “For what purpose?” And 
the lieutenant's answer is, To kin!“ 
And so, bit by bit, the method of 
warfare with its death to men, its 
cruelty and starvation to women and 
children, its destruction of all achieve- 
ment, its gigantic cowardice, and the 
vast folly of its relentless system, are 
skilfully reduced to the terms of har- 
rowing words. 


The lieutenant’s one justification is 
that the war is humanely fought. He 
says, “Our hospitals are well organ- 
ized; it is seldom that a man is left 
more than three days unattended. 
And we treat the enemies wounded 
as we do our own. I have never known 
a wounded prisoner killed except once 
or twice. The other side have used 
our men atrociously. With us it is 
quite different. We never burn their 
farms or villages unless they are so 
treacherous as to fire upon us, and 
then, of course, they must be pun- 
ished.

Napoleon was furious when he 
learned how his plans had miscarried 
and he launched his cavalry in pur- 
suit of the British He was as- 
tounded, however, when he learned 
that Wellington, on reaching Water- 
100, or more exactly Mont Jean, 
had turned, resolved to give battie. 
But there was method in the Iron 
Duke's action. He had already selected 
the field of Waterloo and had sur- 
veyed it for the purpose to which it 
Was put. 
Napoleon in after years declared 
that Wellington had no business to 
halt at Waterloo, that he ought to 
have continued his retreat through the 
forest of Soignies in order to gain 
time. But Wellington knew better. He 
arranged with Bilucher to join 
him at Waterloo and there he made 
his stand. Certainly he risked much 
to bring the campaign to a decided 
issue, but the end justified him. 
On June 18, 1816, Wellington, then, 
awaited with calm fortitude the 
French onslaught at Waterloo. He 
knew he could count on Blucher. 
Napoleon, on the other hand, never 
seems to have anticipated that the 
allies could combine. The mere fact 
that Wellington stood firm might have 
warned him that Blucher was coming 
but he failed to realise it.

She exhibited three anatomical draw- 
ings, done in color from memory, 
that are little short of marvelous in 
their accuracy—and done, observe, in 
poses of action, one of the figures 
dancing, two of them wrestling for 
the possession of a knife, another 
Standing in meditation.

SCIENTISTS, EDUCATORS. 

Henry Suzzallo, professor of philos- 
ophy in the teachers’ college of Co- 
lumbia University, who has been 
elected president of the University of 
Washington, graduated from the Le- 


land Stanford University in 1899. For 


two years he was deputy superintend- 
ent of schools of San Francisco, and 
until 1907 was a member of the fac- 
ulty at Stanford. He is well known 
as a public lecturer, author and con- 
tributor to educational magazines. 


Dr. Walter Bradford Cannon, who 
is credited with the statement that 


animal experiments, which banishes 
fatigue, has since 1906 been professor 
of physiology at Harvard University. 
He is a native of Wisconsin, a grad- 
unte of Harvard class of 1896, and 
since 1899 has been connected with 
‘the university. He is the author of 
“A Laboratory Course in Physiology,” 
“The Mechanical Factors in Digestion” 
and other works. 

Prof. Robert I.. Sackett, head of 
the department of sanitary engineer- 
ing at Purdue College, has resigned 
and will go to the Pennsylvania State 
College as dean of the school of en- 
gineering. Prof. Sack@ft is one of 
Indiana’s leading authorities on water 
works and sanitation, and has served 
on many boards and commis- 
sions. 


The Butler gold medal, to be 
awarded every fifth year by Colum- 
bia University for the most distin- 
guish contribution made during the 
preceding five-year period to philos- 
ophy or to educational theory, prac- 
tice or administration, will be given 
to Bertrand Russell, lecturer and fel- 
low of Trinity College, Cambridge, for 
his contributions to logical theory. 
The Butler silver medal is to be 
awarded to Prof. Ellwood Patterson 
Cubberley of Leland Stanforg, Jr., Uni- 
versity for his contributions to educa- 
tional administration. 


Dr. Joel Stebbins, on whom the 
Draper gold medal in astrophysics 
has just been conferred by the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences, chiefly 
because of his success in measuring 
the light of stars more accurately than 
anybody else had ever done, is a grad- 
uate of the University of California 
class of 1903. He is now head of 
the department of astronomy at the 
University of Illinois. He began the 
study of light measurement while a 
fellow at the Lick Observatory, and 
for years continued his experiments, 
finally perfecting a selenium photo- 
meter, a device for measuring the 
light of a star by the ald of selenium. 
Then by using this device of placing a 
minute piece of selenium in the focus 
of a telescope so that the image of 
the star falls on it, and measuring 
with an exceedingly delicate electric 
meter the changing conductivity of 
the metal, Dr. Stebbins began to 
measure the shifting radiance of the 
most interesting variable stars. 


Prof. Samuel J. MacWatters, who 
for several years has held a chair in 
the Boston University school of theol- 
ogy, has just resigned and will become 
a member of the faculty of the new 
American University at Washington. 
He is a distinguished composer and 
a musical virtuoso of high ability both 


in singing and instrumentation. But

One evening in October, 1866, in 
conversation with Gen. Grant at the 


White House, he spoke about as fol- 
lows: “The people of the United 


States generally believe I have a mid- | 


But 
I have no middle name, and no per- 
son by the reme of Simpson was ever 
a member of my family. But a man 
named Simpson had something to do 
with my appointment to West Point, 
and my name was entered upon the 
register as Ulysses Simpson Grant — 
and so it stood until I left the acad- 
emy, when.I dropped the Simpson, but 
retained the initial letter S and have 
signed my name U. 8. Grant ever 
since. The signature has obtained for 
me by the newspapers and orators 
some pleasing references such as 
United States Grant, Unconditional 
Surrender Grant and other 

tory applications.” 

In February, 1862, while calling on 
President Lincoln, with whom I was 
on quite intimate terms as Washing- 
ton correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Press, he opened up a conversation 
bluntly by asking me who I considered 
the greatest man in the United States, 
to which I promptly replied “Abraham 
Lincoln.” “Oh, no,” he said, “you are 
mistaken; Andrew Johnson is the 
greatest man in the United States and 
is so looked upon by all the loyal peo- 
ple and loyal newspapers of the coun- 
try. He is the only Senator from the 
seceded States who remained in his 
seat and made speeches for the Union 
and for the carrying on of the war 
for its preservation. Yes, sir; he is 
the greatest man in the Ur'‘ted States.” 
And Mr. Lincoln was right. 

Johnson was indeed looked upon at 
that time as the greatest man in the 
country. But if he were not the great- 
est man he was surely the most re- 
markable man the United States has 
ever produced. He could not read 
until he was 14 and could not write 
until he was 20. He belonged to what 
was known as the “white trash” of the 
South, and while a boy removed from 
North Carolina to East Tennessee and 
set up business as a tailor at Green- 
ville. In a short time he was elected 
as an alderman of Greenville and re- 
elected and subsequently elected 
Mayor. Shortly thereafter he was 
elected to the Assembly of the Ten- 
nessee Legislature and then to the 
Senate, and in a year he was elected 
to Congress and re-elected. In due 
time he was elected Governor of Ten- 
nessee and re-elected, and afte 
sent to the Senate of the United 
States. In February, 1862, he was 
made Military Governor of Tennessee 
and brigadier-general, and in Novem- 
ber, 1864, he was elected Vice-Presi- 
dent on the ticket with Mr. Lincoln, 
and upon the death of the latter he 
became President; and he was again 
sent to the United States Senate after 
he retired from the Presidency, a suc- 
cession unparalleled in the history of 
politics. I was on Johnson's staff 
Nashville three years while he was 
Military Governor of Tennessee and 
was also his confidential secretary 
more than a year after he became 
President and answered hundreds of 
letters and signed his name without 
submitting the replies to him, which 
was according to his instructions, as 
I was with him so long in Tennessee 
he knew that I knew. how to answer 
his numerous ordinary and u 
correspondents.

Johnson was a very brave man and 
a great orator and statesman.

Sir: This will be presented you bv 
Mr. Benjamin C. Truman, who has 
been a member of my staff since my 
arrival here in March last. For two 
months Nashville has been surrounded 
by rebel armies and I have been un- 
able to communicate with you. But 
Mr. Truman will make a verbal report, 
and whatever he says may be implic- 
itly relied upon. 

Very respectfully, 
ANDREW JOHNSON, 
Military Governor of Tennessee

I have either just seen or known 
quite a number of our Presidents. I 
remember seeing William Henry Har- 
rison in 1841; I saw Zachary Taylor in 
1848, and dug holes in the ice for 
Franklin Pierce to fish from in Canter- 
bury, N. H., in 1851-2; I was well ac- 
quainted with James Buchanan, and 
intimately acquainted with Mr. Lin- 
coln; I was for quite a while on Mr. 
Johnson's staff; | was intimately ac- 
quainted with Presi nt Grant; I knew 
Garfield when he wa. on Rosecrans’s 
staff, and Hayes and B. ‘amin Harri- 
son when they were gen: ‘ls in the 
Army of the Cumberland, I have 
shaken hands with Cleveland, Roose- 
velt and McKinley; I heard Martin 
Van Buren deliver an address in favor 
of Mr. Buchanan in the New York 
Central Park in 1856, and listened to 
an address made by Mr. Fillmore from 
the balcony of the Astor House upon 
his return from Europe the same year. 
But I never saw Arthur, Tyler or Taft 
—nor the incumbent. 


It has me great pleasure to 
trace the drinking habits of the occu- 
pants of the White House: Washing- 
ton, Jefferson, Madison and Monroe 
indulged in brandy and Madeira wine 
moderately. John Adams and John 
Quincy Adams indulged moderately in 
rum and molasses and Madeira wine, 
Jackson drank liberally of brandy and 
rum and Madeira. Martin Van Buren 
occasionally indulged in brandy and 
whisky and sherry and Madeira wines. 
William Henry Harrison indulged in 
hard cider and apple jack. Tyler was 
a drunkard and was unfit for duty a 
third of his time. Polk drank very 
moderately of whisky and sherry. 
Zachary Taylor was fond of brandy 
and port and claret. Fillmore in- 
dulged moderately in whisky and 
claret and champagne. Pierce drank 
various liquors and wines to excess 
and was often unfit for duty. Bu- 
chanan indulged moderately in Penn- 
Sylvania whisky and champagne. Lin- 
coln took a small taste of grog occa- 
sionally. Neither Johnson nor Grant 
used any liquors while at the White 
House; Johnson took a little sherry 


occasionally, and Grant used various 


occasionally, but always on the sly, as 
he was forbidden the use of it by Mrs. 
Hayes; but she permitted him to drink 
moderately of champagne. 


Garfield was a total abstainer, the 
only President who did not indulge in 
either liquors or wines. Arthur in- 
dulged in all liquors and wines, but 
never drank to excess. Cleveland used 
whisky and beer, and, it has been said, 
immoderately at times. Harrison 
used whisky and champagne moder- 
ately. The same may be said of Mc- 
Kinley and Taft. Roosevelt indulged 
liberally in liquors and wines and was 
not averse 30 an occasional cocktail, 
high ball, julep and punch. 

No President hag been a — 
or a Baptist.

Mas- 
sachusetts, two— John Adams and 
John Quincy Adems. New Hamp- 
shire, one—Franklin Pierce. Pennsyl- 
vania, one—James Buchanan. Louts- 
iana, one—Zachary Taylor. New Jer- 
sey, one—Woodrow Wilson. 

Virginians held the office thirty-five 
years and eleven months; New York- 
ers, seventeen years and seven 
months: Ohioans, about nine years; 
Tennesseeans, about sixteen years; 
Indianans, four years and one month, 
and Illinoians, a little over twelve 
years. Massachusetts held it eight 
years: Louisiana, about two years, 
and New Hampshire and Pennsyl- 
}vania, four years each.

A FAT HEROINE. 


DIANTHA. By Juliet Wilbor Tompkins. The Cen- 
tury Company, New York. 


IANTHA, emerging from a chrysalis of 
fat, is more beautiful than her airy, 
fairy, selfish twin sister and weds the 

man Sylvia wants. Indeed, the reduction of 

corpulency is the pivotal situation in this, 
which the author has attempted with no shin- 
ing success to make a beautiful romance. 

The story is a variation of the “ugly duck- 

ling” fable—but plain, timid, patfent, fat 

Diantha, even while she looks like a well-fed 

Indian squaw, wins the heart of the brilliant 

young explorer who, obviously with extreme- 

ly poor taste, tells her that he doesn’t like 
pretty women. 

But Diantha, in addition to being fat, is 
rather stupid. When the brilliant explorer 
writes her, puts it down in black and white 
over his signature, that he loves her and 
wants her to share his life, she fancies that, 
though he proposes to her. he loves Sylvia. 

The brilliant young explorer, without a 
definite answer to his letter, goes off into the 
wilds of some place or other where only 
courageous explorers like himself go, and 
Diantha becomes ill. A wise physician who 
knows that “fat is often a sign of disease” 
works a miracle and Diantha rises from her 
sick bed to dim the beauty of her greatly 
admired sister. 

The ugly duckling comes into her own—or 
rather comes into Sylvia’s own suitors as 
well as a few new ones. The rich aunt sud- 
denly becomes aware that Diantha has been 
slighted all these many years and very 
impolitely compares Diantha's beauty to the 
disparagement of Sylvia's before the latter. 

Further inquiry into this pile discloses 
that Sylvia, though there has not been one 
word of love or anything that resembles it 
between them, is firmly convinced that the 
brilllant young explorer will marry her when 
he returns. The brilliant young explorer 
returns and—since he lied, as all men do 
who say they don't like pretty women—is 
very happy to find Diantha lighter of weight 
and glorious of face. 

“Diantha” is the sort of fiction that is 
the vogue at present; the “sweet” stories 
that have nothing to them but a sickly 
saccharine flavor.

ICHARD MATTHEWS HALLETT 
makes his initial bow as a novelist in 
“The Lady Aft.” For our part, we hope 

that he will lose no time in bowing again. He A 
has written a sea story far superior to many 
that have been highly praised and long re- 
membered, a real story, nothing florid with 
love nor puffing with excitement, but strong 
with the psychology of the fo'c’sle—a study 
of rough men and their childish moods, the 
heroism of the inconsequential, for be it 
known that any piece of gear on a wind- 
jammer is of more importance than the sea- 
man who handles it. 

There is more romance, hard work and 
danger in a square yard of sail than in the 
whole leviathan bulk of the steam-driven 
ship; but windjammers are fast leaving the 
seas; their day is done. So when the “stiff,” 
who was a lawyer's clerk, ships aboard the 
hooker bound around the Horn from New 
York, he finds himself a greenhorn among 
veterans. First of all, the little red-eyed 
bos’un, unduly irritated, showed his qualifi- 
cations for being dos un, and the stiff ac- 
quires sea. manners and a sore head at the 
same time.

OME PEOPLE have felt that Mr. Kauff-

“Jim” is sober, calm, yet an 
intense story, a pitiless analysis of the faith- 
less wife who seeks a divorce and the faith- 
less friend who helps her lie to get it, then 
becomes her husband.

Vanaman's father, being a wise man, 
leaves his fortune to Mame, the religious 
daughter, whom Charley and Edith find dif- 
ficulty in hoodwinking because she is bound 
to do as “Poppa” wanted; also Zoller, the 
lynx-eyed lawyer, gives Mame advice now 
and then. 

Foiled, disgusted, unable to interest capi- 
tal in his invention, Vanaman takes to the 
whisky bottle for courage and among other 
things finds stimulation for eloquent denun- 
ciation of the new tango dances which Edith 
has secretly learned, and is surreptitiously 
practicing with the gentleman Vanaman 
hopes to interest in the invention. 

Sordid? Not so sordid as relentless. The 
story is told with masterly reserve and pre- 
cision; the characters are drawn with re- 
markable ability and sustained with flawless 
touch right down to the pathetic, ridiculous, 
yet tragic, ending. 

Edith is an exceptional, an extraordinary 
woman—true to life as a 
scrupulous, but evasive; timidly evil, justify- 
ing herself at every turn, and doing it with 
a clever show of right. The radical fad- 
dists, whom Mr. Kauffman satirically blends 
into the developments of the plot, offer in- 
termittent amusement in a book that is oth- 
erwise grim with realism. It is truly an 
American novel, accurate, too; one deserving 
of attention in current literature, and writ- 
ten with an art and strength unusual and 
admirable. .

E HAVE little, very little, admiration

But at the first opportunity the nurse 
whispered to the young officer: There's a 
flagstaff and cord all complete; but no flag. 
Do you understand? No Red Cross flag.” 
With sheets and with pins, and by dipping 
bandages in the blood pools on the floor the 
flag was made. “German shells were falling 
to right and left; but above the hospital 
flew the Red Cross flag, brave in the breeze, 
bright in the glow of the sunset; and the 
wounded lay beneath, sheltered by the crim- 
son of their own lIife-blood.” 

That is dramatic, but more dramatic still 
is this simple, eloquent notice at the end of 
the book: “F.D.B. Killed in action October 
21, 1914. (A few weeks after the making of 
the Red Cross flag.)

Would Japan recently have enforced 
her imperial, subjugating will on China if 
the Celestial republic had not been so near 
disarmed that there could be no danger to 
the invader? Would the Belgian neutrality 


have been respected if the Belgians had 


destroyed their forts and burned their arms? 

The Rev. Frank Crane apparently is bliss- 
fully ignorant of the fact that there is such 
a thing as economic pressure in the world; 
he acts as though Utopia could be conjured 
out of chaos by mumbling prayers through 
which are sprinkled the exclamation points 
and capitals so ar to his heart. 

This “Billy” Sund of the press, sensa- 
tional, shallow, mercenary, erects a capital 
“TI” at the head of a paragraph and proceeds 
to advise statesmen, professors, whole na- 
tions, the entire world, and does it with dis- 
tempered adjectives and Chautauqua ora 
tory.

A VOLUME OF CONFESSIONS. 
ONE MAN. By Robert Steele. Mitchell Kennerley, 
New York. 


S A USUAL thing confessions are dis- 

gusting; that is, if they are worth 

confessing. It has become quite a 
literary art in itself to confess. St. Augus- 
tine led off with a voluminous account of 
his sins and ecstasies; Rousseau anticipat- 
ed the modern fashion of shamelessly con- 
fessing to more wickedness than one man 
could comfortably commit. Marie Bashkirt- 
seff told all about how it felt to be a young 
woman of passion; Jack London floundered 
through two or three volumes of alleged 
more or less disgraceful experiences; Will 
Levington Comfort has bared much that 
were better forgotten at least wunpa- 
raded. There have been big and little con- 
fessors, arrogant, bold, dogmatic confes- 
sors proud of their shame, and timid li 
confessors, obviously hoping to gain 
and sympathy. 

Now comes one Robert Steele, temporart- 
ly unknown to fame, with a confession 
called “One Man.” It is one of the few 
confessions we have ever seen that seemed 


wholly honest and entirely lacking in seit- 
consciousness. Outside of a few remarks

hands of his father, Steele doesn’t commis- 
erate himself or seek to transfer blame for 
a life—his own—completely lacking in the

NE ot the most interesting public improvement projects now being 
considered in Los Angeles is the proposed air line“ automobile 


boulevard between this city and Glendale. The plan, which is 
being advocated by an organization known as the Los Angeles-Glendale 
Boulevard Association, is attracting a great deal of attention and has 
been indorsed by leading civic bodies. Its proponents claim for the 
scheme that it is one of the most feasible and inexpensive highway 
enterprises of really major importance ever launched in Los Angeles 
and its vicinity. 


Following, as it would, the lines of dedicated streets from the 


northern end of Lake Shore avenue to the edge of the Los Angeles 
River, the proposed new highway link, it is pointed out, could be 
created without the necessity for expensive condemnation proceedings 
for a right of way. The cost of grading and paving, it is declared, 
would not be excessive by comparison with other projects of similar 
nature. Even the proposed bridging of the river to carry the highway

Volcano Lake its natural flow is not 
southward to the F but northward 
through Imperial Valley and into the 
Salton Sink. There has been con- 
structed across the northern end of 
Volcano Lake a mud bank or dam 
by which the waters are restrained 
and carried to a level which artifical- 
ly forces the overflow southward into

The sole protection ot the Imperial 
Valley is this mud dam. To make 
the valley secure calls for two large 
constructive enterprises: (a) an en- 
largement of the Volcano Lake dam, 
estimated to cost, this year and next, 
approximately $1,000,000; (b) con- 
struction of a permanent restraining 
work at the point where the Colorado 
leaves its orginal channel and flows 
toward Volcano Lake, estimated to 
cost in the neighborhood of $2,900,- 
000. These constructions are too vast

C. R. Rockwood, chief engineer of 
the irrigation district, was actively 
in charge, and Thomas J. Hind of the 
Southern Pacific engineer staff was 
superintendent of construction.

GOVERNMENT'S BUSINESS. 


All Colorado River engineers agree 
that the river should be returned to 
its old bed and confined an efficient 
hydraulic channel below Yuma, and 
as most of the work must be done in 
Mexico, it is obviously the proper 
business of the United States govern- 
ment. The government made an at- 
tempt to do that in 1911, but its engi- 
neer rejected the advice of evperi- 
enced river men, delayed his work 
until the flood season, spent $650,000 
and made an utter failure. 


The present situation in the Vol- 
cano Lake region is the consequence 
of that faſlure. Col. Epes Randolph 
has estimated the cost of putting the 
river under control at $1,500,000, but 
that figure includes large profits for 
the contractor, and his plan con- 
templates methods of construction 
that other engineers consider need- 
lessly expensive. C. K. Clarke, who 
made the final closure of the big 
break in 1907, and wes su uently 
chief engineer of the Im lal canal 
system, and later of the Palo Verde 
and Cibola projects, made an exam- 
ination of the ground with Chief En- 
gineer Allison of the C. D. Company 
last fall, and worked out roughly a 
plan for returning the river to its old 
channel, closing the Bee River break 
and restoring the Ockerson levee, 
that Involves moving about a million 
yards of earth at a cost of 20 cents a 
yard, and can be 
the season of low water. 


Without going into details of en- 
gineering, Clarke's plan means an ini- 
tial expense of $250,000 to $300,000 
and the spreading of the larger part 
of the final cost over a period of years 
by annual expenditures for mainte- 
mance and rock reinforcement, which 
would not be burdensome. The work 
can be handled by the irrigation dis- 
trict as a part of its protective and 
maintenance operation.

“Nothing is more certain than that, 
left to the course of nature, the Im- 
perial Valley must ultimately be over- 
whelmed by the overfiow waters of the 
Colorado River.

An ex- 
ceptional flood might at any time 
work this tremendous mischief.” 


RIVER'S NATURAL FLOW. 

It is true that the river’s course 
is through Volcano Lake, but its nat- 
ural flow is not porthward. m 
the levee to a point on the boun- 
dary line ten feet above sea level, 
along the course that overflow water 
would be forced to take, is a distance 
of thirty miles. From the levee to the 
same elevation on the Mardy, the dis- 
stance is sixteen miles. In other terms, 
the slope of groupd northward is 
about a foot to the mile, while the 
south slope is between two and three 
feet to the mile.

it would not flow over the fields of 
Imperial Valley: it would flow through 
the gorge to Salton Sea.

The problem of Volcano Lake is to 
divert a shallow sheet of water, in 
case of a break, around the head of 
the gorge, where it might cause re- 
cession of grade, and into New River 
on the American side, where it could 
do no damage. Extension of a ditch 
bank, at a small cost, will provide 
that protection. In short there is no 
menace of “tremendous mischief” in 
the river conditio There is only 
the possibility of localized damage if 
ordinary precautions are neglected. 
The government should control the 
river, but if it does not do the work, 
Imperial Valley can do it and will be 
obliged to find the ways and means. 
With a present property valuation of 
at least seventy millions, it should not 
be difficult to raiseafew h 
thousands for protection. 

Mr. Schiff, or the Argonaut, wants.

E. G. Chaddock, pioneer California 
raisin packer, died late Friday night 
at his home, No. 15006 West Twentieth 
street, after an iliness lasting but a 
few days.

GAG ALLEGED.

United States Marshal Bassett, at the

SIGNAL VICTORY 
FOR SPORTSMEN. 


TROUT IS PROHIBITED, 
JUDGES HOLD. 


The sportsmen of California won a 
signal victory yesterday when Circuit 
Judge Ross and District Judges Bled- 
soe and Trippet, sitting in bank, de- 
nied the motion of H. N. Welch Com- 
pany of Salt Lake City, Utah, that 
the Fish and Game Commission of 
California be enjoined from interfer- 
ing with the shipments of domestical- 
ly-reared trout imported into Cali- 
fornia from Utah, and weighing less 
than one pound. 

The complainants represented by 
William F. Palmer and Kari C. Peck, 
claimed that the California law was 
unconstitutional as being an inter- 
ference with interstate commerce in 
that it liscriminated against the rais- 
rod of trout outside of California, and 

inside; that it permitted 
— California raiser to tell any sized 
trout any time; that it prohibited the 
foreign raisers from shipping in any 
trout whatever during the closed zea- 
son for wild trout and during the open 
season he could only ship in trout 
weighing one pound or more. 

The State Fish and Game Commis- 
sion, represented by former Judge 
Robert M. Clarke and Karl Weater- 
feld, a member of the commission, 
contends that the law complained of 
was in line with the exercise of the 
police power of the State; that it was 
no interference with interstate com- 
merce, nor a violation of the four- 
teenth amendment to the Constitu- 
tion; that trout raised domestically 
are under a system of inspection, 
which cannot be enforced where trout 
are imported from another State; that 
permits must be had from the com- 
mission by the raisers of domertic 
trout in California, and finally quoted 
decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States that it was within the 
power of a State to control the ship- 
ment and sale in a State of game 
brought in from another State or 
country.
